Britain Tells- 
Egypt Subjects

U. S. Warns 1500 
Nationals To Keep 
Touch With Embassy 


LONDON—-UP—Britain told its 
5,700 subjects in Egypt today to 
leave unless they had “ compel­ 
ling" reasons to rem ain and re­ 
affirm ed that the Suez Canal can­ 
not rem ain in the “ unfettered" 
hands of Egypt. 
The United States warned its 
1,500 nationals in Egypt to keep in 
constant touch with the American 
em bassy—a precautionary 
m ea­ 
sure that reflected tJhe fear of 
anti-W estern riots in the mounting 
crisis over Egyptian seizure of 
the c a n a l.— ---------- 
France ordered its main battle 
fleet headed by the 35,000-ton b at­ 
tleship Jean Bart to stand by for 
action in the eastern M editerran­ 
ean. British Prim e Minister An­ 
thony Eden announced the call up 
of certain British reserves. 
Fleet On Alert 
The British fleet already was 
on the alert. 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles. British Foreign Secretary 
Selwyn Lloyd and French Foreign 
Minister Christian Pineau met for 
two hours today without reaching 
final details of a world conference, 
to internationalize the Suez Canal. |

WASHINGTON - UP - P resi­ 
dent Eisenhower yesterday sign­ 
ed the Social Security bill liberal­ 
izing benefits for nearly six mil­ 
lion women, disabled workers and 
needy persons. 
Shortly before signing the bill, 
Mr. Eisenhower told a news con­ 
ference some of the hill’s provi­ 
sions are “ unwise." He said the 
Social Security system was being 
saddled with “something I don't 
think should be there." 
The m easure lowers the 65-year 
retirem ent age for women to 62 
and perm its permanently disabled 
workers to start drawing benefits 
at the age of 50. The adm inistra­ 
tion opposed both these provisions 
while the bill was in Congress.

Britain Tells 
Egypt Subjects 
To ‘Get Out’ 


U. S. Warns 1500 
Nationals To Keep 
Touch With Embassy 


LONDON—-UP—Britain told its 
5,700 subjects in Egypt today to 
leave unless they had “ compel­ 
ling” reasons to rem ain and re­ 
affirmed that the Suez Canal can­ 
not rem ain in the “ unfettered” 
hands of Egypt. 
The United States warned its 
1,500 nationals in Egypt to keep in 
constant touch with the American 
em bassy—a 
precautionary 
m ea­ 
sure that reflected the fear of 
anti-'Western riots in the mounting 
crisis over Egyptian seizure of 
the canal. 
France ordered its m ain battle 
fleet headed by the 35,000-ton bat­ 
tleship Jean Bart to stand by for 
action in the eastern M editerran­ 
ean. British Prim e Minister An­ 
thony Eden announced the call up 
of certain British reserves.
